The Story of Vacation Bible Schools, Inc. 


By Epwarp M. K. Murray® 
Hasmig Collier and Barkev Darakjian 
in Beirut, Arpine Mashigian in Teheran 
and Krikor Demirjian in Athens have 
much in common as representatives of 
AMAA. They share another link in the 
financial support they receive from an 
unusual organization, Vacation Bible 
Schools, Inc. For more than fifty years 
this little-known unit has shared in the 
Christian education of millions of under- 
privileged children throughout the world. 

Idle children, idle students and idle 
churches were the elements which stim- 
ulated the Rev. Robert Boville to found 
the Daily Vacation Bible School move- 
ment in New York’s East Side in 1901. 
As a worker in the Baptist City Mission, 
he saw a means of creating a new source 
of evangelical Christian training during 
summer vacations for youngsters who had 
few benefits of Christian upbringing in 
their homes. 

The idea was so right for its time that 
the movement soon spread to other de- 
nominations and to other cities. Within 
twenty years, there were more than 
10,000 Daily Vacation Bible Schools 
throughout the U. S. with an enrollment 
of about one million children taught by 
some 50,000 volunteer teachers drawn 
from churches, colleges and the laity. 

Dr. Boville eventually took his idea to 
China, where over 30,000 Chinese 
Christian student volunteers were soon 
working with nearly half a million chil- 
dren in thousands of DVBS. From China 
the work spread rapidly to India and 
Egypt, Palestine and Syria as well as to 
Japan and Korea, Europe and Latin 
America — sponsored by mission groups 
of many denominations and by Christian 
colleges. 

By 1921, Dr. Boville saw the need to 
form a World Association of Daily Vaca- 
tion Bible Schools to provide expertise 
and financial support for the training of 
DVBS leaders and teachers and the prep- 
aration of appropriate Christian education 
materials. 

About this time, a young minister 
working with the Young Men’s Christian 
Association — who had taught Vacation 
Bible Schools since his student days — 
joined Dr. Boville as Executive Secretary 
of the fledgling Association. The Rev. 
John A. Murray, Jr. continued in this 


©Mr, Edward M. K. Murray is the nephew of the 

Executive Secretary of the World Association of 
Daily Vacation Bible Schools founded in 1921 
and is presently the President of the Vacation 
Bible Schools, Inc. Mr. Murray, a graduate of 
Williams College, where the American Mission 
concept was conceived by young men caught in 
a haystack during a rain siorm, is a distinguished 
gentleman whose philosophical training breeds 
confidence and respect, 
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work until his death in 1973 at the age 
of 86. During his tenure, the $14,000 
which Dr. Boville had contributed as 
“seed money” grew to nearly $1 million 
through careful investment. The income 
today is used to help support Dyps 
work in 19 countries throughout the 
world. 


After Rev. Murray’s death, the direc. 
tors of the Association weighed the 
merits of dissolving the organization and 
distributing its capital among various 
church mission groups. However, it was 
decided that the dreams to which Dr. 
Boville and Mr. Murray had devoted 
their lives could best be served by con- 
tinuing to control the funds while giving 
groups like the AMAA more responsibility 
for their distribution and supervision of 
their use. 


In 1974, the Association and its sister 
financial arm, the World Foundation of 
Daily Vacation Bible Schools, Inc., were 
merged into a streamlined organization, 
Vacation Bible Schools, Inc. and Rev. 
Murray’s nephew, Edward M. K. Murray, 
was elected President. 


VBS, Inc. is one of the rare philan- 
thropic organizations that has no paid 
staff. Mr. Murray and the four Directors 
— all officers of various church organi- 
zations — devote many hundreds of 
hours maintaining contact with missions 
throughout the world and with denomi- 
national leaders such as Dr. Chopourian, 
as well as supervising the investment 
portfolio which makes their work possible. 

There is no way of computing the 
number of young lives touched by the 
activities which Vacation Bible Schools, 
Inc. helps to support. Down through the 
years its programs have spread far be- 
yond the traditional DVBS. In Taiwan, 
it assists in the publication of tens of 
thousands of copies of Christian educa- 
tion materials that are used throughout 
southeast Asia. Its representative in 
Egypt has recruited and trained more 
than 700 student teachers who work 
with over 16,000 children each year in 
hundreds of small towns and _ villages 
with no Christian Churches, In Italy, 
VBS, Inc. helps to support a Christian 
orphanage. In France, it aids a minister 
who operates Bible Clubs in thirteen 
industrial cities to shelter and train young 
people from laboring families whose only 
playgrounds are the streets of slum areas, 
From Bolivia to Cyprus, from Sarawak to 
Zaire the legacy of Dr. Boville's vision 
lives on through “seed money provided 
by VBS, Inc. and the efforts of thousands 
of dedicated Christian leaders and lay 
volunteers working together in His name. 
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ACTION IN IRAN MISSION 


Great things are happening in 
Teheran: children are being turned to 
Christ, youth are being trained for Chris- 
tian leadership and inspiration is flow- 
ing into the life of the Church in 
Teheran. Here are some of the highlights 
since August that we'd like to present 
to our readers: 


: Camping for Children in the Evan- 
gelical Garden — A Christian Center 
founded by the Rev. William Miller with 
the first donation being from a newly- 
born 8 year old girl called Mariette 
Michaelian, provided special care, good 
nourishment, rest and participation in 
games, exercises, swimming and excur- 
sions to children coming from Narmak, 
Mejidiech and Zurkesh quarters. They 
exclaimed at the time of departure, 
What a good time we had!” 

e Youth Conference for Christian En- 
deavorers —A lively program of worship, 
Bible study, songs, rest, games, evening 
gatherings, camp fires and prayers was 
carried on. They all unanimously assured 
Pastor Khachadourian that they had 
come genuinely for the purpose of learn- 
ing the Word of God better and the 
saving power of Jesus Christ. Our mis- 
sionary to Iran, Mrs. Arpine Mahshigian 
Aghabegian, was also at the Camp and 
the Christian Endeavor Youth Confer- 
ence. 

e Heavy Snow Fails to Deter Attendance 
at the Friday Christian School at Meji- 
dich — The children walked a long dis-

DESERVING RECOGNITIONS 


RECOGNITION FOR 
THREE FAITHFUL AMAA 
VOLUNTEER WORKERS 


At the annual meeting of the Associ- 
ation in North Hollywood the President 
of the Association, Mr. George Phili- 
bosian, and the Executive Secretary, Dr. 
G. H. Chopourian, presented three faith- 
ful volunteer servants of the Association 
with appropriate plaques. The Armenian 
Missionary Association does not have a 
systematic program of graded recogni- 
tions, but there come appropriate times 
when as a result of local guidance the 
Association acts in appreciation. There- 
fore, the recognition the Association gives 
is founded on genuine contributions 
made by the recipients. We are happy 
to introduce these faithful servants to 
you in the persons of Mrs. Mary Ish- 
kanian, Mrs. Helen Harikian, and Mr. 
James Koundakjian. 


MRS. MARY ISHKANIAN: Her early training 
was in costume design which has been 
helpful to her not only in Sunday School 
but in other areas of church activities, 
such as play costumes, children’s choir 
costumes, and so forth. Her particular 
training for the work of the AMAA was 
God’s word, her love for Hirn, serving 
Him as He lead the way, teaching and 
guiding her through His Holy Spirit and 
not through formal education. Course 
work in the field of child psychology 
and Christian Education from Columbia 
University Extension, and bible study 
courses were part of her background 
training. 

Her primary goal for the AMAA 
was missions’ education to her entire 
church, starting with the first graders in 
Sunday School and teaching them to 
share what God had given to them with 
those who were not as abundantly 
blessed. Matthew 25:40 was the lesson 
which was the motivation behind her 
zeal and enthusiasm. 

As she slows her pace of service to 
the AMAA she has passed on the 
mantle of leadership to people to take 
her place, Chuck and Ray Zoolalian, who 
excel in the work — but then isn’t this 
the way God works! 


MRS. HELEN HARIKIAN: Her interest in 
missions and AMAA’s outreach in 
particular date back far beyond 1962 
when she actively engaged in stimulating 
the formation of Women’s Auxiliaries for 
Haigazian College to aid the already 
existing California Committee of dedicat- 
ed people. In October, 1962, a Musical 
Tea was launched at the home of Mrs. 
Serpuhi Philibosian and by January of 
1963 the Auxiliary was a reality, signing 
up to date 250 members and hoping to 
double that number this year. 

The Auxiliary has helped Haigazian 
with scholarship, purchase of a grand 
piano, installing of heating unit in the 
Barsumian library; has given $8,700 
towards the purchase of books for the 
Barsumian library, a gift of $10,000 
towards construction of the lounge in 
the Mugar building, $3,600 towards 
purchase of audio visual equipment, 
$5,000 towards salary of professors of 
Armenology. Their commitment this year 
is again $5,000 towards Dr. Babikian’s 
salary. 

In 1965, during her first trip to Beirut, 
she spoke of the Los Angeles Auxiliary 
and the advisability of founding one in 
Beirut. A coffee oun at the home of 
Dr. and Mrs. P. Mugrditchian, a second 
meeting with a half a dozen of commun- 
ity women and two years of correspon- 
dence, the Beirut Women’s Auxiliary for 
Haigazian College was established in 
1967 with the dynamic Mrs. Maggie 
Matossian as its President. 

Then in 1970 the Fresno Auxiliary for 
Haigazian College was born at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Leon Peters. When the 
need of an Auxiliary in Fresno was pre- 
sented by Mrs. Lilian Hartunian, Chair- 
woman of the Los Angeles Auxiliary, and 
Mrs. Helen Harikian, the 16 people 
present at the Peters’ home signed up, 
paid their dues of $5.00 and went into 
action. 

It is Mrs. H. Harikian’s hope that 
others might catch the spirit and more 
auxiliaries might come into being in all 
the U. S. major cities. “It not only ben- 
efits the College,” says Mrs. Harikian, 
“but those of us affiliated with it. This 
is open to all Armenians regardless of

Church or party. The College is open 
to all Armenian youth and we as Armen- 
ians must feel it a privilege to serve.” 
Mrs. Harikian’s spirit of devotion to the 
needs of Haigazian College, as well as 
that of her spouse, is demonstrated in 
the following personal testimony about 
her Christian outlook: “My interest in 
missions dates back to my early years. 
We were fortunate to have parents who 
believed in missions, who in turn trained 
us to give of ourselves and our resources. 
We were our brothers’ keepers. Mother 
taught us to earn our mission giving to 
which I have adhered till now. Believing 
in mission and the importance of higher 
education, it is natural that I should be 
interested in Haigazian College. I feel 
it a great privilege to be associated with 
it and assist in anyway God directs.” 


MR. JAMES KOUNDAKJIAN: Son of a Pastor, 
Mr. Koundakjian has been interested in 
the mission of the church intensely all 
through the years. Before his moving to 
the warm country of California, he gave 
excellent leadership to the Missions Com- 
mittee of the Armenian Memorial Church 
of Watertown for many years. In Cali- 
fornia, he was chairman of the California 
District Committee for numerous years 
and gave it an active role. Not only that, 
but he also worked hard to bring about 
the restructuring of the missionary thrust 
of the churches and the AMAA. In his 
own church, The United Armenian Con- 
gregational Church, he labored willingly 
and committedly in the Missions Com- 
mittee or the AMAA Chapter of the 
church. He was depended upon for per- 
forming all the time-consuming and back- 
breaking work. Thus, for 25 years or 
more he provided continuous labor and 
inspiration for the Armenian Missionary 
Association. 

The plaque that was presented to each 
one of them was in appreciation of 25 
years’ service or more and it was a time 
of gratefulness to God that He inspires 
His followers to extend help to the less 
fortunate. 

We commend the labors of all three 
of them and pray for continued rich 


blessings upon them.

The Armenian Missionary Association 
of America was organized in 1918 for 
the purpose of assisting refugee Armen- 
ians in the Middle East. For fifty-seven 
years the Association has done every- 
thing within its ability to assist our 
compatriots. 

We now rejoice greatly that we have 
seen the founding of the District Com- 
mittee of the Armenian Missionary Asso- 
ciation of the Armenian Evangelical 


Churches of the Near East. This means 
that recipients will gradually, if we are 
patient, turn into donors.
